Advice of His Council hath thought fit to Publich this His Royal 
Pꝛoclamation, and doi yiievy uraitiy Thargt and Command all 
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Seamen and Mariners afozeſaid, now remaining in any County of England oz Wales; 
and not already liſted in His Majeſties Service, that they fozthwith Render themlelves 
unto the Principal Officers and Commiſſioners ok the Navy in London, in o2der to their 
being received into Pay, and ſent on board luch of His Majeſties Ships as Mall be found 


moſt erpedient foz His Majeſties Service And if any of them (ball hereafter be found out 
02 diſcovered who have neglected to Obey this His Majeſties Royal Command, they (hall 
be piocckded againſt with all Severity. And His Majeſty doth hereby require all Mapoꝛs, 
Bayliffs, Sheriffs, Juſtices of-Peace, Conſtables, and other Officers to whom it doth 
dz may appertain, that they.cauſe diligent. Search to be made. within all and every of their

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Raute fo: the ſaid Seamen and Mariners, and to ſeize and ſecure the perſons ol luch 


m as hall there befound ;. and to cauſe them to be lent to the Pꝛintipal Officers and 


Commiſſioners of His Majeſties Navy. in London, in oꝛder to their karther employment: 


hereof they are not to fail, as they will anſwer the contrary at their Peril.
